“FASCINATED.” 


The Diamond Thief and His Pretty 
Companion 


Arraigned in the Police Court—Bail Fixed at 
$100,000—The Robber Tells How He Came 
to Steal the Gems. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 


New Yor«, May 7.— James H. Mar 
riott and his companion, Marie Pereux, who 
were arrested with stolen diamonds valued 
at nearly $75,000 in their possession, were 
arraigned at Jefferson Market to-day. Ex- 
Gov. Salomon and Mr. Rudolf Dulon repre- 
sented the German Ambassador at Paris 
who caused their arrest. Marie Pereuxis a 
pretty young woman, with fair hair and del- 
icate features. She worea plaid silk dress, 
a long blue silk dolman, a sealskin tippet, 
and a hat trimmed with sealskin. Marriott 
is a fine-looking young man. He is an En- 
glishman, but has lived so long in France 
that he has acquired a-French exterior. He 
wears @ small mustache and side-whiskers, 
has a dark complexion and black hair. He 
was fashionably dressed in dark clothes, 
with a light overcoat and a brown Derby 
hat. He was very nervous and depressed. 
When he was arraigned before Justice 
Gardner 

THE WOMAN CLUNG TO HIS ARM 
asif she feared to leave him. Capt. Wil- 
lias spread out the dazzling array of dia- 
monds on the Justice’s desk. Justice Gar- 
ner said: “This isnot an extraditable of- 
fense, but we can hold him for bringing 
stolen property into this State. Leta for- 
mal complaint be taken againsthim. ”Ex- 


Gov. Salomon said he had no complaint te 
make against Marie, who had no connection 
with the theft other than accom — her 
lover in his flight. Deputy arshal Bur- 
hard said thata complaint could be taken 
against the prisoner for smuggling diamonds 
into the country. The smuggling also made 
the diamonds subject to seizure by 
the United States. formal com- 
plaint was then made by Mr. Dulon 
accusing Marriott of bringing stolen goods 
into the State. In answer to the formal 
questions Marriott said he was twenty-seven 
years old, a picture dealer, and guilty of the 
charge. He said Marie knew nothing of the 
theft. His conduct toward her was very 
affectionate, and he continually held her 
hand and spoke soothingly to her. She had 
had no breakfast before coming to cdurt and 
Policeman Blank took her out to a restau- 
rant. Capt. Williams. returned to her the 
watch and chain, a pin set with diamonds 
and a bracelet, which belonged to her. He 
gave to Marriott the $205 taken from him, 
and Marriott at once turned . it 
over to Marie. They were again 
brought before the Justice, who said the 
lowest. bail he could fix was $100,000, and as 
that was out of the question he would com- 
mit Marriott for trial without bail. He 
discharged Marie, and she returned to her

On March 7 I tin- 
ally consented, and he gave me the necklace, 
and told me to show it to Mr. W. W. Astor, 
the American Ministerto Italy who was 
then at the Hotel Bristol, Place Vendome. 
Mr. Astor already bought sevy- 
eral works of art at our store. Mr. Kramer 
valued the necklace at 395,000 francs. I called 
on Mr, Astor and showed him the jewels. 
He said he liked them very much and might 
purchase them, but was not quite read

SEEING THE SICHTS. 


The Tide of Visitors to the White 
House. 


Calling on the President—The Presidential 
Mansion—Sight-Seeing in Washington. 


Sperial Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

Wasuineron. D. C., May 5—The tide of 
visitors to the National Mecca runs strong 
just now. May is a good time to visit Wash- 
ington. Of course this isan “off year,” for 
Congress is not in session, but omitting that 
feature of the show, visitors find this a very 
satisfactory time for coming here. And they 
do come, by hundreds and thousands. From 
10 o’clock until! 2 there 1s a constant tramp of 
feet at the White House, and at the Capitol 
the sight-seers come and go all day long. 

“How many do you have in a day?” [ 
asked of one of the attaches at the White 


House. 

“Probably an average of five or six hun- 
dred a day,” he answered, “though some 
days they run a good deal higher than that. 
I have shown as high as 1,500 people through 
these rooms in an afternoon, doing all the 
explaining and showing myself. That, of 
course, was an extraordinary occasion, but 
they come in large num I tell you, and 
com. gets pretty tired by the time he has 
given them attention all day. 

There are some queer customers among 
them, too. Of course the majority are bright, 
intelligent ple, but when thousands come 
that way there must be some odd ones among 
them. There are. of course, a many 
cranks, in the genuine and ed sense of 
ood many others, whose 
curiosity as to the most minute detajjs is 
quite amusing. For instance, one will ask 
what time the President gets up in the morn- 
ing ; another wants to know what time he re- 
turns at night. . 

“Noes he go out much?” asks one, 

“Does he live and eat and sleep bere in this 
house? Does his family live here with him? 
Who keeps house for him? How y ser- 
vants does he have? What is the cook, a 
manor woman? What is the cook’s name? 
Do the servants all live in the same house 
with bim? Do they eat and sleep here? Do 

u eatand weep. here? When does the 

ident eat s m ? Where 
he sleep? How 


many -rooms are 
- there in the house? Where is the President’s 


office: when and how can we see him?” 
These are some of the questions that the at- 
tendanis§ have to answer. Queer? Well, 
rather. And to see the people and hear their 
nestions is still queerer. The great East 
is open tothe public at all times be- 

tween the hours of 10a. m, and 2 p. m., but 
bless you, they are not satisfied with that. 
They have read so much of the Green Room 
and the Blue Room and the Rea Room that 
they are very indignant if they are not per- 
mitted to see those. And most of 
them are allowed to see them if they 
have the patience to wait a few minutes. 
‘These rooms are not kept open as the East 
room mm Das when a squad of thirty or forty 
accumulates the doors are thrown open and 
attendant pilots them through. poidting out 
the objects of interest. The state dining 
room is shown occasionally, but it is only 
the aieety fevered who are permitted to see 
the private dining room, or the upper part of 
the Presiaent and his 
family reside. These of course are very taste- 
fully and handsomely furnished, but are not 


nearly s0 as they have been painted by 
enth ¢ correspondents. 
ent Arthur sees the public three 


days in the week only. When visitors who 
merely want to see him because he is Presi- 
dent ask for that privilege, they are told of 
the days on which he receives the public, 
andthe hour. Half-pasteleven is usually 
the hour fixed, but it is sometimes twelve or 
half-past before the President has his morn- 
ing work out of the way, so that he can spare 
the time. Meantime the group in the 
East Room ws into quite a party, 
fifty, one hun sometimes two hund 
Some get impatient and go away mad; 
others get impatient and mad, but don’t go 
tthe majority take the delay philo- 
y and amuse themselves in the 
meantime by walking about looking at the 
wails, the the carpets, the furniture, 
the hangings and even the clothes of the 
attendants. By and by an attendant from 
the President's office, which is on the second 
floor, comes to the head of the stairs and 
claps his hands to attract the attention of 
the attendant below. “‘How many are wait- 
President?” he asks. 
response does not §indi- 
cate that there are more than the 
President hat moments to Aare the orders 
are to “show them up.” “The President is 
waiting to see you ladies and gentieman,” 
— the ever polite atteddant, and they are 
ushered up stairs, through the Cabinet room, 
and into the Library. which President 
Arthur uses as an office and reception room. 
Attendants stationed at proper intervals 
point out the way and prevent the too in- 
quisitive wandering off into the private 


apartments or intruding among the business | 


rooms where the busy secretaries and clerks 
are at work. The President rises as they 
begin to come, shakes hands as he or she 
—_— in the procession,and theyffile out and 
e reception is at an end for that day.

He hada fixed hour for receiving 
every day, and when that came nothi 
could interfere.

Ittook a great deal more 
time, but was more satisfactory to callers, of 
poaees, and seemed to satisfy the President 
» Ofcourse, those who go to the White 
House to see the President on business do 
not — h this form. Senators and 
mem are shown directly te his office, un- 
leas he is engaged at the moment. They enter 
door and pass out by another at the op- 
te side of the room, so that those coming 
o not see those who have just 
preceded them. When a Senator or other 
official drives up to the steps one of the 
doorkeepers is at the carriage door in a mo- 
ment, 0 it and, pronounciug the name of 
the visitor, shows him politely to the en-

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‘THE BIG BLAZE. 


Twenty-Two Houses Burned in 
East St. Louis. 


Fifty Families Rendered Homeless—The 
Losses and Insurance—An Appeal for Aid. 


A very destructive fire visited East St. 
Lou.  *'y this morning, which, but for the 
arrival of the St. Louis Fire Department, 
would have destroyed the central portion of 
the city. Afew minutes before three o’clock, 
John T. Hale, who resided in a 
two-story frame house on the north- 
west corner of Collinsville avenue and 


ivision street, was awakened by flames 
reaking through the floor from the cellar. 
aleand his family had scarcely time to 
don a few articles of wearing apparel and 
escape before the whole house. was envel- 
in flames. Hale carried on an ice 
cream and candy business and lost his entire 
Joseph Alborn, vroprietor of the St. Louis 
and East St. Louis Express, occupied a por- 
tion ot the lower floors of the same builid- 
ing and lost everyching with the exception 
of a small quantity of clothing. John Rid- 
dell, a shoemaker, and James White, night- 
turnkey at the police station, resided up 
tairs, neither saving any of the contents of 
eir rooms. Mr. Vhite was On 
uty when the fire’. broke out 
hurried to the burning building to res- 
cue his family, whog he supposed were still 
asleep. The family had sought safer quar- 
ters before his arrival and Mr. White es- 
caped from the building just as the roof tum- 
bled down. Charlies Adams kept a second- 
hand furniture store and resided in a portion 
of the same building and Jost a large stock 
and all his household effects. 
THE FLAMES SPREAD WITH LIGHTNING 
RAPIDITY 
and before any alarm was sounded the two- 
story brick building owned and occupied 
by Kemper & Roewe as a feed-store was al- 
most consumed. both families resided up- 
stairs and lost a large portion 
furniture besides the entire 
the feed-store. The 
two frame houses owned by Gus Ammond, 
one a two-story occupied by himself, the 
other a one-story occupicd as a dressmaking 
establishment by Mrs. ‘lrotier, were entirely 
destroyed, with all their contents, John 
Cantillon owned two frame houses near Am- 
mond’s, atwo story pared by bimself and 
and a one-story occupied by Mrs. Long, both 
of which were destroyed with all their con- 
tents. Mrs. Jenger owned and occupied a 
one-story frame house near Mrs. L-ong, which 
was burned to the ground before anything of 
value could be saved, Another one-story 
next to Mrs. Jenger’s, 
Mr. Jahns and  occu- 
pied by Lange as a shoemaker 
shop, was destroyed with the stock and fur- 
niture. Semeone, at this stage of the fire, 
thought of ringing the fire bell over the police 
station, and the hideous uproar kept up for 
the next half hour aooused every resident of 
the town and brought the majority of them 
to the scene of the conflagration. The efforts 
of the immense crowd to check the progress 
of the flames being unavailing, as building 
after building became ignited and rapidly 
destroyed, as a last resort, 
AN APTEAL FOR HELP 
was sent to St. Louis overmthe telephone 
wire, but word came back that no help from 
that quarter could be expected, The de- 
Btruction of the heart of the 
tity seemed inevitable, while the 
victims could do nothing but idly 
stand by and watch the destruction of their 
roperty. Mayor Winton, at the earnest so- 
itation of the citizens, decided to makea 
rsonal appeal for aid to the St. Louis au- 
horities, and jumping into his buggy drove 
t a break-neck gait across the bridge. The 
Be. Louis authorities were obstinate 
ai lirst and refused to lend 
any assistance, but wien it 
was represented that the entire town musi 
be destroyed unless help arrived, Chief 
Sexton sent engine No. 18 and two hose car- 
rages over, and to their able efforts is due 
the final submission of the fames ‘The long 
wooden platform extending from Col- 
insville avenue to the Police Sta- 
tou became ignited, but in the general 
destruction on all sides attracted no attention 
til the doors and a portion of the floor com- 
menced to buru. Aun oflicer then hurried to 
the station and rescued the books and val- 
tables, but could not find the keys of the 
Cells, in which four prisoners were con: 
fined. An exciting search was commenced 
for Turnkey White, who had left the 
tation when his house was discovered to be 
on fire, but some time elapsed before he 
could be found. 
THE PRISONERS HOWLED LUSTILY 
to be released betore being burned to death, 
and when the turnkey was finally hustled 
into the station he could not find the 
keys, which had become _ displaced 
In the general tumult. ‘the prisoners 
became frantic with fear, their cries for re- 
lease increasing as the flames steadily ap- 
roached the cells. The keys were tiually 
ound, and the prisoners conducted to the 
City Hali for safe keeping. ‘Iwo wen ar- 
rested for being drunk were in a 
drunken stupor from which it was 
almost an impossibility to arouse 
them. Force was finally applied, and the 
unconscious drunks carried trom the burn- 
ing building. ‘The police station was burued 
to the ground, the flames communicating 
with ‘Squire Lynn’s ofice} burning it and all 
ts contents. Jenger’s saloon, a two-story 
rick building owned by P. . 
5 was also destroyed, with 
all its contents and the houselwid effects of 
the family residing up stairs. "Squire Emil 
oF — ren me next victim, his office 
and a 6 guantily ol Valuable papers and 
books being consumed, besi A, his two- 
story frame residence aid most of his furni- 
ture. The heroic eliforts of Joseph Kurris 
and a number of citizens prevented the 
flames from communicating with Meyer & 
Strattmann’s livery stable, on the’ west 
si of Main street, which, had it once 
gained a start, could not have been sup- 
ressed till the entire block was consumed. 
n Collinsville avenue the fire gained 
rapid headway and communicated with the 
two frame houses owned by John B. Bow- 
man and occupied byfour tenants. The house 
was burned to the ground and very little of 
the contents was saved. The one-story 
frame house owed and occupied 
4 Louis Gandiloif, and the one- 
ry frame cigar store. owned by Bertha 
vett, and occupied by tenants, were 
th completely destroyed, with their fur- 
niture, stock and fixtures. The St John 
estate lost a one-story frame house, oc- 
cupied ee Finke, a cutier, who loses 
his en stock, a one-story frame, 
occupied by Thowas Crow. who lost 
u portion of his furniture, 
and the partial destruction of the two-story 
brick building on the corner of Collinsville 
avenue and Division street, occupied as a 
bakery by Mrs. Markert. ‘The St. Louis Fire 
Department, upon its arrival, com- 
menced to pila on the one-story 
frame on Collinsville avenue occupied by Mrs. 
erick, a midwife, and prevented the 
further, spread of the flames, although 
frame ho closely wedged together, oc- 
cupy the whole square, and most neces- 
sarily have been destroyed only for their ar- 
rival. ‘The scarcity of water was a great 
impediment to the successful working of 
the Fire Dajertmect, nothing but 
cisterns and wells ing available, 
and their supply becoming e#hausted before 
much could accomplished. Much credit 
isduetoa number of business men who 
Worked diligently in the hottest part of the 
freand materially aidedin saving all the 
furniture rescued from the doomed build- 
ngs.

THE ORIGIN OF THE FIRE 

is unknown, but rumors on the subject are 
very plentiful. Several claim that Mr. Ben- 
der, residing in St. Louis and owning the 
house where the fire originated, has been 
attempting to eject some of the tenants, 
and was about to use forciole measures, 
when threats on the part of some of the ten- 
ants to burn the place were made. Another 
rumor has it that the littie stock in some of 
the places burned was heavily insured and 
led to last night’s fire. Rumors of this na- 
ture occur after every fire of interest in 
East St. Louis and have probably no foun- 
dation.

Harrison, Marr & Co., of Glasgow, Mo., write T. 
Bartholow & Co. regarding wheat in |Howard 
county: “Prospects good for a good crop. There 
have been, I see, reports sent in from this county 
putting the crop prospects down as low as a half 
crop. I can’t tell where they get their informa- 
tion from,unless they have some wheat to sell and 
make reports to suit their case.” The same St. 
Louis firm have a letter from W. H. Thomas, of 
Shelbyville, Ky.: “The wheat crop in this section 


came out remarkably weil. I think the {crop will 
be seven-eighths of afullecrop. All of tne early 
sown Wheat and all of the wheat that is on good 
land looks as well as in any season, except that it 
has not quite as much growth, but it has a ‘good 
stand and looks well. The wheat that grows in 
thin land never does yield much. There will not 
be one-half of the hemp sown in Kentucky this 
season that has usually been sown.”——There 
seems to have been some apprehension felt 
on the floor lately tnat a_ deal was 
working in May corn. The stock of corn has 
been steadily reduced from day to day by free 
shipments out by rail_andriver, Messrs. R. 8. 
McCormick & Co.and D. R. Francis & Bro. hay- 
ing sola cere for European export and sent the 
corn away, McCormick Co. shipping theirs by 
rail to the Eastern seaboard and Francis & Bro. 
by river to New Orleans. To-day the stock of No. 
2corn here was down toa little over a million 
bushels. Someof the shorts in May corn have 
been rather anxious of late at the outook. and 
predictions have been current that May corn was 
“cornered ;” that McCormick & Co. had a large 
line of contracts in their hands and largely high- 
er prices would be seen. These reports anc ideas

THE SLATE AND THE STRING. 

Whether the Mayor’s nominatiofs are still 
before the City Council or not is a question 
which deserves more serious attention than 
has as yet been given to it. Acclaim has 
been set up that,the list of appointments hay- 
ing been sent to the City Council, having 
been accepted by them, and having been re- 
ferred by them to the proper committees, the 
Mayor no longer has any control over them. 
This is a question which can only be set- 
tled by the law in the matter, and in the ab- 
sence of any definite law custom must settle it. 
The Globe-Democrat, which started the idea 
that the Mayor had no authority over uncon- 
firmed appointments sent to the Council, has 
published several communications designed 
to support its side of the case, but it must be 
admitted that its case isa weak one. It can 
bring neither law, nor proof, nor authority, 
nor precedent of any kind, to deny the right 
of the Mayor to withdraw the appointments. 

On the other hand, the righ tf withdrawal 
has not only never been questioned in pariia- 
mentary law,but this very City Council itself 
has acquiesced in that right in a most signal 
manner during the present session. The 
name of Forp SMITH was sent in to the 
Council by the Mayor, in common with ail 
the other names now in question. At 
the subsequent meeting of the Council 
the name was withdrawn by the Mayor and 
it never entered into the head of any Coun- 
cilman to claim the right to hold the name 
or even to suggest that the Mayor could only 
request the withdrawal, or that the with- 
drawal depended in any way on the consent 
of the Council. 

The sum of the matter is this: There have 
been numerous precedents of executive offi- 
cers withdrawing nominations before they 
were acted on by the confirming body; there 
is no precedent for a confirming body assert- 
ing and maintaining its authority to prevent 
the appointive power from withdrawing its 
appointments. 

In other words, there is a string to the 
slate. 


LABOR AND MACHINERY. 

The strike of coal miners across the river 
is not somucha strike against low wages 
for skilled labor as against the substitution 
of machinery for skilled labor in their trade. 
In the industrial history of the present 
century there has been no change so pro- 
ductive of strikes as this one, and the history 
of the development of industry by means of 
machinery shows how hopeless is the idea of 
attempting to resist that development or 
oppose its progress in any way. 

Among the most notable strikes in the 
history of the trades was the early strike 
of the hand-loom weavers of England 
against the power looms which were 
gradually replacing the older and more ex- 
pensive process, Workmen by thousands, 
who saw their trade destroyed by the new 
invention, did not stop to consider the hope- 
lessness of resisting the march of progress, 
or to adapt themselves to the new condition 
of the trade. They did not see the future 
gain to the working-classes by the creation 
of limitless employment. They only saw that 
their handicraft was disappearing, and they 
undertook to fight against the spirit of the 
age with the mob spirit. They destroyed 
looms, assaulted their fellow-workmen, even 
destroyed some of the new mills, but they 
got no better wages by it. On the contrary, 
they lost their time and their money; 
the law protected society in its right to 
establish new industries and new processes; 
the poor rioters were beaten and scattered, 
some of them fined and imprisoned, anda 
few years later all England was alive with 
the power looms and there was not a sign of 
the revolt of the obsolete hand-loom work- 
ers. 

Since then the foolish attempt has been re- 
peated on a larger orsmalier scale whenever 
improved machinery has been introduced as 
a substitute for skilled labor, but there is no 
instance in which it has succeeded. All over 
the world steam and machinery now do the 
work which a hundred years ago was done 
by hand. Labor, however, has not suffered. 
Steam and machinery have multiplied pro- 
duction a thonsandfold, xe do a thousand 
times as much work as would be done by 
manual labor, and their influence has not 
only increased the demand for skilled 
labor, but it has increased the pay, while it 
has improved the condition of the workers 
by chespening the cost of the productions 
they consume. 

Ifthe questionin the coal strike were 
about the division of the proceeds between 
the miner and the operatoréhere would be 
some hope of success, but when it is a con- 
flict between old and expensive methods and 
new and cheaper methods there can be but 
one result. Workmen must either adjust 
their wages to the competition of machinery 
or they must change their work. This isa 
bard alternative, but there is no power which 
can guarantee to labor or to capital that it 
will be secure against any change, and for- 


tunately in this country there is always | 


ample employment at good wages for those 
who are willing to work. Harvest hands 
are better paid now than they were before 
McCormick invented the reaper, and five 
men are living off the newspapers of this 
country where one lived before the Hors 
produced their perfecting press.

THE DEATH OF LOGAN. 

There is one gentleman in this country, who 
bas long furnished a flavor of amusement to 
the serious bnainess of politics by posing as 
a possible eandidate for President, whose 
name might now be just as well struck from 
the list. This-is Joun A. LoGaN, Senator 
from Lllinois, and father-in-law of the enter- 
prising young gentleman named TUCKER 
who has just been detected in the attempt to 
fuch from the Zuni Indians the springs and 
watercourses which had fed their peaceful 
lives for centuries. 

The appearance in public life of Son-in- 
law TUCKER was not creditable either to the 
service he entered or tothe influence of the 
Senatorial father-in-law. Proving a failure 
in private life, and with a noble yearning to 
live without pay, Son-in-law TUCKER was 
boosted into the Pay Department. of 
the army over tir heads of faithful 
and experienced officers who had their 
years of service rewarded by seeing this 
political favorite stop their promotion. 
The feeling against Tuckerism was so strong 
that the Senator felt calied on to go into 
the card-writing business, to say that the 
appointment was wholly unexpected and 
wholly unsolicited. There are different ways 
of soliciting, and Senator LoGAN was not to 
be envied in his feelings when he wrote the 
card, well knowing that if TucKER had not 
been his son-in-law he would have had as 
much chance of getting the commission as of 
being made a Cardinal. 

Being provided for without the necessity 
of work, the active mindof the new Pay- 
master naturally turned to picking up any 
unconsidered trifle of public property which 
might lie in his way. His occasion came 
early. President Hayes had orderea a sur 
vey of the Zuni reservation, and by a sin- 
gular eoincidence the surveyor who sur- 
veyed the lands to be confirmed as _ the 
property of the Indians made a grand 
blunder by which he omitted from the 
reservation afew square miles which in- 
cluded the springs from which.all the rest of 
the land drew its water supply and gained 
its value. 

This was a curious blunder to make, es- 
peciaily as the Zunis actualiy occupied the 
and which this bright surveyor wholly for 
got to include in the reservation. It was 
also a curious circumstance that Senator Lo- 
GAN’S son-in-law discovered the error; also 
curious that instead of calling attention to it 
he set to work to have the springs entered as 
his property. He was afraid that some bad 
man wight rob the Zunis and reduce to pov- 
erty, through a base and shameful theft, a 
tribe of peaceful and friendly Indians whose 
title to the land rests not on surveys of two 
years ago, but on occupation of centuries; so 
he made up his mind to rob them himself. 
His Senatorial father-in-law suddenly devel- 
oped a lively and active interest in New Mex- 
ico. He has visited it for his health; on ac- 
count of the cattle business; in order to 
look into the Indian question; for a 
variety of alleged reasons—but he has always 
hovered suspiciously near to the Zuni coun- 
try. The gang were about ready to bag their 
plunder. They were detected and baffled, 
and now they are looking around for lame 
excuses and making their case worse with 
explanations. Itis the smallest piece of 
business in our political history, smaller 
than the Credit Mobilier, meaner than the 
theft of the Presidency. It is enough to kill 
LOGAN politically, and when the story is told 
there will be no one left to mourn for him. 
He has invited his fate. 


We regret sincerely that Herr Most, the 
Socialist Evangelist, finds so little to ad- 
mire in this country. He says that the con- 
dition of the laborerisas bad here as in 
Germany, being no better than serfdom; 
that this is not in any sense a free country; 
that the press is owned by the monopolists 
and justice is only for the wealthy. His 
theory is that every man should have $3,000, 
and that VANDERBILT should be prevented 
from hanging $75,000 pictures in his wife’s 
bed-room, even at the cost of a bloody revo- 
lution.

Trevelyan for one—to say nething of articles like 
that of the Londoh Times, from which we quoted 
the other day, that the English Government re- 
gards these murderers as representing the whole 
body of their countrymen in a political sense, be- 
cause On more than one occasion in the House of 
Commons the redress of undeniable Irish griev- 
ances has been denied expressly on account of 
the murders. The arguments which these amaz- 
ing indiscretions have put into the hands of the 
murderers and their friends in this country 
against their surrender under the extradition 
treaty are obvious enough.

Senator Vest says Gould’s success is ac- 
counted for by his wonderful memory and 
his habit of using every one and ali he knows 
about them to further his ends; and to illus- 
trate, ne tells the inside history of the scheme 
started when Gould bought the Missouri Pa- 
cific to found a grand educational institu- 
tion at Sedalia, to calied the 
Gould University and torival the Vander- 
bilt University at Nashville. 
Gould had gobbled up the M. K. & T. R.B., 
and had ordered the removal! of all the offices 
to St. Louis. The people of Sedalia were brok- 
en-hearted, they had failed to get the State 
Capital and now had lost the railroad offices 
and could see nothing but ruin for the town. 
in their distress they appealed .to Vest to 
come to their rescue. e Senator was ina 
quandary; he could not enjoin Gould from 
removing the offices and when about to rec- 
ommend to the people of Sedalia to remove 
to Jefferson City, a happy thought struck 
him. The building used by the M. Kk. & T. 
for general offices was quite large 
and finely situated; he would write to Gouid 
and advise him to utilize the building as an 
educational! institution.

| He is to be Nominated for Goversor of 
Ohio—The Matter 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New Yors, May 7.—A special to the 
Times says: A prominent Cleveland Demo- 
erat, who has had the confidence of the Hon. 
Henry B. Payne for several years, and who 


has assisted in a great many of his political 
ventures, declares that matters aré 80 af 
ranged that Judge Hoadly will be nomi- 
nated to the Governorship, and that his se- 
lection will destroy all hope for future honors 
for Senator Pendleton at the hands of the 
Democrats of VUhio. « “Judge Hoadly,” he 
deciared, “has such assurances from 
leading Democrats of the State as to settle 
his nomination beyond a doubt, and because 
men are nots ringing up here and there in 
all parts of the State declaring themselves 
for Hoadly, it by no means follows that 
his stock is going lower. It is part 
of the programme to have local can 
didates brought out here and _ there 
with the understanding that they shall be 
dropped one by one as convention day ap- 
roaches, and Hoadly men chosen in 
heir stead.

How the Countess of Wicklow’s Father

In Dublin, before Chief Justice Morris and 
a special jury, an action was broug!it by Mr.

The 
defendant was a member of the Powers- 
court family, one of the most distinguished 
in ireland. Hehelklan officein the Castile 
of Registrar of Petty Sessions Clerks, and it 
was owing to the plaintiff’s wife being a 
kind of housekeeper in the office over which 
he presided that much of the evil that would 
etaided in the case arose.

Plaintiff's wife afterward 
went to live atthe seaside and necessaries 
were supplied by the defendant, who after- 
ward put herin a stall at the South City 
Market, which he fitted up. The piaintit 
afterward found in his wile’s drawer letters 
from the defendant couched in loving terms 
and signed “Loving Dick.” The plaintiff 
eventually turned his wafe out of the house. 
Afterward he accepted £100 as compensation 
from the defendant; but the wife eventually 
left the plaintiff and lived as the defendant's 
mistress. was no defense. The jury 
gave the plaintiff £400 damages.
